(AP)—The bodies of three men, 
occupants of a cage in the Pabst 
mine of the Oliver Iron Mine Co., 
when it hurtled to the bottom of a

were recovered today. 
Searched* 
then turned to extricating 32 men 
Imprisoned on the eighth level, 
Miners working in shifts reach­ 
ed the bodies of the three men 
through another shaft, acetylene 
torches were used to cut away the 
steel supports of the cage. While 
identification was not made due to 
the condition of the bodies ,the 
victims were believed by mine of­ 
ficials to be Thomas Rowell, un- 
derrgotfnd electrician, Ezar Gua 
tafson and Gust Fell, assistants. 
Hope was held out by searchers 
for the safety of the 32 men on 
the eighth level who are bejieved 
to have been cut off from escape 
when the large b°ttlders plunged 
down the shaft yesterday.

FARMERS RUSH 
TO HARVESTING 


Snowfalls 
Stopping 
Harvesting Up On 
. Canadian Border 


CHICAGO, 
25.—(AP)— 
The north and m‘ Idle west shiv­ 
ered today in the t ‘ irl of wintry 
blasts, sweeping in a broad south­ 
easterly fan, from snow capped 
wheat fialds on the western Ca­ 
nadian prairies. To the south the 
cold wave moved down the lower 
Ohio Valley and into the Texas 
panhandle, while the wind halted 
wheat harvesting in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan 
with 
a 
six-inch 
snowfall, forced along the St. Law­ 
rence toward the seaboard. 
The unseasonable temperatures 
sent the mercury scurrying down­ 
ward to unprecedented September 
levels and brought below freezing 
temperature. 
In the American northwest the 
wave assumed proportions unpara- 
ielled in the meteorlogical records 
and threatened extensive damage 
to apple and other crops In Wash­ 
ington and Oregon. 
From that area a blighting chill 
crept over the fields of com and 
standing small grains into the cen­ 
tral west, adding to the millions of 
dollars damage from recent heavy 
rain. In western plains fields not 
reached by snow flurries, killing 
frosts were spread. 
| Damage to unharvested crops 
was estimated at $12,000,000. 
Farmers in Illinois and Iowa 
were spurred to activity in sodden 
fields by warnings to recover seed 
corn from their crop. While Kan­ 
sas corn was reported generally 
beyond the danger point, there was 
grave fear of the eastward that 
the cold and frost would in many 
instances complete the damage 
done by record rainfall. 
Winds of tornado velocity car­ 
ried the lower temperatures to 
many regions in central Illinois, 
weary from three weeks unceasing 
battle with floods, watched new 
rains start streams 
back 
towad 
overflow stages. 
The record low temperature of 
20 above was reported from near 
Yakima, Washington, and Baker, 
Oregon while the eastern end of the 
wave had sent the mercury to 47

“In Montgomery, Florence, Sel­ 
ma, Tuscaloosa, Mobile, Huntsville, 
Gadsden and Albany-Decatur, there 
has been an average increase of 
well over 80 per cent in milk san-

One Big Item Now, . 
It seems that the country Has 
turrad to cotton, so great is the 
influx of the staple to the gin­ 
neries at present. The four gins 
here have been taxed to take care 
of the wagons, and many leave 
home shortly after midnight in or­ 
der to gpt to the gins and have 
some chance to get back home the 
same day. 
There is also a scarcity of cot­ 
ton pickers, and the fields are 
white with the staple. 
Great ef­ 
fort Is being made on the part of 
the farmers to get their cotton out 
before the rainy season starts. The 
great bulk of the staple marketed 
here .is being sold as rapidly as 
ginned. 
Corn harvesting will be ready in 
a short time, and the crop in this 
country was ogvér bettor. 
Large 
quantities of hay of ail kinds is 
being saved and put away for the 
winter. It is the consensus of op­ 
inion that the famren» will be well 
provided with the things they need 
for the winter- months, and the 
price of cotton is downward, the 
large yield will atone for much of 
this.
